Superintendent of Streets Authorized to 
Repair Grand Avenue Extension 
and San Bruno Road. 


LOCAL HAPPENINGS PROCEEDINGS OF 

TOLD IK BRIEF THE COUNTY BOARD 


The city board of trustees met in reg¬ 
ular session last Monday night in the 
city hall. 

A communication was received from I 
Volunteer Hose Co. No. 1 recommend¬ 
ing that the fire hydrants be painted 
white so that they can be seen at night 
and that caps be kept on them. 

Upon motion of Trustee Healy, sec¬ 
onded by Trustee McGovern, the com¬ 
munication was accepted and referred 
to the local water company. 

A communication from the San Ma¬ 
teo County Development Association 
asking information about the city’s 
contribution of $25 per month to that 
organization was, upon motion of 
Trustee McGovern, seconded by 
Trustee Hickey, accepted and ordered 
filed. 

A report was received from City 
Engineer Kneese giving an estimate 
of the amount of material to be exca¬ 
vated to improve Ban Bruno road in 
the vicinity of the foot of Broadway, 
and its cost, it was, upon motion of 
Trustee Hickey, seconded by Trustee 
Healy, accepted and ordered tiled. 

City Attorney Coleberd was instruct¬ 
ed to draw up a resolution ordering 
San Bruno road to be improved at the 
location mentioned, upon motion of 
Trustee Healy, seconded by Trustee 
McGovern. 

Upon motion of Trustee Healy, sec¬ 
onded by Trustee Hickey, Superinten¬ 
dent of Streets Kneese was instructed 
to repair Grand avenue extension, and 
San Bruno road, between the railroad 
crossing and the first bridge. 

After some discussion, and upon 
motion of Trustee Hickey, seconded 
by Trustee Healy, the city attorney 
was instructed to look up the law 
under which the board could order the 
bitumenizing of Grand avenue from 
the Southern Pacific railroad to Maple 
avenue and report at the next meeting. 

Superintendent of Streets Kneese 
reported that the sewer at the foot of 
Mag "oHa avenue had been repaired 
and that culverts at the foot of Baden 
avenue were being put in. 

City Clerk Smith presented the fol¬ 
lowing report showing the city’s finan¬ 
cial condition on May 31st: Cash on 
hand May 1st, $2104.29. Receipts during 
May—Liquor licenses, $30; special 
liquor permits, $10; city taxes, $25.77; 
interest on deposits in bank, $1.45; 
total $67.22. Grand total, $2171. 51. Ex¬ 
penditures during month, as per 
warrants drawn, $1812.79. Balance 
cash on hand May 31st, $358.72. 

The reports of the treasurer and 
Marsha! corresponded with that of the 
clerk. 

Recorder Rehberg reported there 
were three civil and live misdemeanor 
cases in his court during the month, 
and $60 in fines collected. 

The reports were accepted and order¬ 
ed filed. 

Trustees Healy introduced an ordi¬ 
nance requiring licensing ot dogs 
and providing a penalty for viola¬ 
tions. 

Trustee Healy introduced a resolu¬ 
tion ordering sidewalk work to be 




done on Pine avenue between Olive 
avenue and Division street, and upon 
motion of Trustee McGovern, second¬ 
ed by Trustee Healy, was adopted. 

A similar resolution was introduced 
by Trustee McGovern for California 
avenue, between San Bruno road and 
Maple, which, upon motion of Trustee 
Healy, seconded by Trustee McGovern, 
was adopted. 

Upon motion of Trustee Healy, sec¬ 
onded by Trustee McGovern, Chair¬ 
man McSweeney was selected as a 
committee of one to confer with Gener¬ 
al Manager Black of the United Rail¬ 
roads in the matter of installing a 
through electric car service from this 
city to San Francisco, and to have a 
half-hour service at night. The chair¬ 
man was also selected to confer with 
officials of the Spring Valley Water 
Co. in the matter of lowering its large 
main in San Bruno road. 

The following claims against the 
city were allowed: H. Gaerdes, mer¬ 
chandise, $8.30; W.J. Martin, hall 
rent, $10; Wm. Rehberg, recorder fees, 
$18; Deputy Marshal Asheson, fees, 
$6.25; South San Francisco Water Co., 
water for sprinkling streets, $28.10; 
Wm. Quinn, service on water wagon, 
$60; Steiger Terra Cotta and Pottery 
Co., $27.56; Soutli City Printing Co., 
job printing, $119.00; Enterprise Pub¬ 
lishing Co., advertising, $90,90. 

Several labor claims were also allow¬ 
ed.

After expending more than $50,000 
the Southern Pacific has capped the 
subterranean spring in tunnel No. 4 of 
the Southern Pacific Company’s Bay 
Shore cut-off about four miles north of 
this city. The spring seeped through I 
the cement in the tunnel and for a j 
time threatened disastrous breaks in 
the costly piece of engineering work, 
it was in 1906 that the spring ap¬ 
peared. The tunnel had been com¬ 
pleted when it was noticed that the 
heavily reinforced concrete bulged in 
several places. It finally gave way 
and the spring was found in the center 
of the tunnel. The work of capping 1 
the spring and fixing the tunnel has 
consumed several months. The bay 
shore cut-off saves residents on the I 
San Mateo peninsula seventeen min- | 
utes in time and four miles in distance. 
The cut-off cost the Southern Pacific 
almost $10,000,000. 


OF SUPERVISORS 

Ordinances Opposed to More Cemeteries 
and Crematories Adopted-Hillsbor¬ 
ough to Be Asked for $5000. 


The county board of Supervisors met 
in regular session at Redwood City 
last Monday. 

The county officials presented their 
monthly reports, as follows: 

Treasurer Chamberlain—Balance on* 
hand as per last report, $247,444.99. 
Receipts during month, $186,755.32. 
Disbursements, $145,664.59. Balance 
cash on hand May, 31st, $288,535.72 

Clerk Nash—Fees collected, $235.25; 
law library tax, $46. Total, $281.25. 

Assessor Hayward—Stale poll tax ' 
collected, $1600; personal property tax, 
$1777.30. Total, $3377.30. Retained [ 
commissions, $346.65. Paid to treasurer, i 
$3030.66. 

Tax Collector McSweeney—Taxes 
collected,$3288.39. Liquor and Mer¬ 
chandise license collections amounted 
to $590. 

Recorder Heiner—Fees collected, 
$962.05. 

Sheriff Mansfield boarded fifty 
prisoners at the county jail during 
May; whole number of days, 343*4; 
amount due for board of prisoners, 
$171.75; amount due for mileage, 
$144.80. Total $316.55. 

Health Officer Beattie reported that 
he had abated several nuisances and 
that the health of the county is good. 
He had issued 635 burial and one dis* 
interment permits during the month, 
for which he had received $645, which 
had been turned over to the treasurer. 

The board authorized the clerk to 
apply for space for a county exhibit 
at the next slate fair at Sacramento, 
as the request of the Leslie Salt Co. 

Ordinances forbidding the establish¬ 
ing or extension of cemeteries and pro¬ 
hibiting the establishing of cremato¬ 
ries in the county except under cer¬ 
tain conditions were introduced by 
Supervisor Casey. 

Supervisor Brown opposed the adop -1 
lion of the ordinances on the ground 
that if adopted they would create 
cemetery and crematory trusts in the 
county. 

Attorney Hall C. Ross stated that | 
it was his intention to apply at the j 
next meeting, on behalf of Mount I 


Olivet cemetery, for permission to 
establish a crematory at t hat cemetery. 
He assured the board that the crema¬ 
tory would be modern and in its build¬ 
ing and maintenance, and all of the 
sanitary conditions would be followed 
strictly. 

Supervisor Casey vigorously defend¬ 
ed both ordinances, stating that his 
people were tired of having the first 
township made the dumping for San 
Francisco, including ils dead. The im¬ 
provement clubs and (he people gener¬ 
ally were opposed to any more ceme¬ 
teries and particularly crematories, as 
the latter are not considered sanitary. 
He said that there were two crema¬ 
tories in Oakland which would pre¬ 
vent a monoply of the business. He 
further stated that (he cemeteries have 
taken possession of the roads and 
streets in the first township that were 
dedicated to the use of the people. 

The ordinances were adopted on 
motion of Supervisor < ’asey, seconded 
by Supervisor Blackburn, Supervisor 
Brown voting no. 

A ph< me was ordered installed in 
Public Administrator IMymire’s office. 

Ordinance No. 248, reapportioning 
the county into voting precincts was 
presented. The ordinance was adopted 
on motion of Supervisor Brown, 
seconded by Stipends >r Biac!:b...'n. 

Supervisor Brown suggested that as 
the ordinance created some radical 
changes in the voting precincts of the 
county it would be well to have those 
portions affecting the different town¬ 
ships published in the newspapers of 
the several townships. He moved that 
such publication be made. The motion 
was seconded by Super visor Casey and 
carried. 

Upon motion of Supervisor Francis, 
seconded by Supervisor Blackburn, 
District Attorney Swart was authoriz¬ 
ed toemploy an assistant in his office. 

Upon motion of Supervisor Brown, 
seconded by Supervisor Francis, the 
clerk was instructed to ask the city of 
Hillsborough authorities to pay to the 
county $5000 alleged to be due the road 
fund of the second township.

JURY SAYS CASE OF 
DEATHJS UNKNOWN 

After viewing the meager evidence I 
which the authorities of this county ; 
have been able to gather in the 
mysterious case of the unknown body 
discovered a few weeks ago in the hills 
a short distance north of this city, at 
San Mateo the coroner’s jury Monday ; 
afternoon brought in a verdict of death 
from unknown causes. 

I The body was found in Visitacion 
valley by T. A. Reed and Maurice Pel- 
lisser, both of San Francisco, who 
were hunting ferns in the hills, it had 
been buried in a shallow grave and 
was badly decomposed. 

Sheriff Mansfield and District Attor- • 
ney Swart are working on the case and 
expect to obtain a clew through trac¬ 
ing the watch which was found on the 
dead man’s person. They have sent it 
to the factory for identification.

The Pacific Car and Equipment Co. 
(consolidated with the Mutual Engi¬ 
neering Co.) has located its plant in 
the northern part of this city between 
the bay shore railroad and San Bruno 
road. In an interview with P. F. 
Schneider, manager of the company, 
he told an Enterprise representative 
that the company had purchased 
twelve acres of land and expected to 
obtain eight more. The present force 
of about thirty men is busily engag¬ 
ed in installing machinery in the new 
buildings. The plant will be ready to 
till orders in about three weeks. 

The character of work to be done at 
the factory will be to repair locomo¬ 
tives and freight cars released by the 
Southern Pacific Company and to 
manufacture concrete mixing machin¬ 
ery. 

When fully equipped about 100 skill¬ 
ed mechanics will be employed who 
with their families will materially in¬ 
crease the population and business of 
of this city. 

Mr. Schneider stated that it is de¬ 
sired by the company that its employ¬ 
es make their homes here, and that 
it would favor any movement for th' 
upbuilding of this industrial city.

Rc:klin-Goifax Cut-Off Ready tor 
Train Service 


President Lovett's announcement 
that the Southern Pacific would be 
double-tracked from the Missouri 
river to San Francisco by the time the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition opens in 
1915, is recalled by the information 
given out at the general offices of the 
Southern Pacific that double-tracking 
had been completed on a part of the 
Rocklin-Colrax line. 

That part of the line from a point 
a mile and a half east of Bowman to 
Colfax is now ready for traffic, and 
freight and passenger trains will be¬ 
gin operating over the double track on 
June 11th. The Rocklin-Colfax work 
is the most expensive that will be 
done by the Harriman lines in the 
i $75,000,000 job of laying the twin 
I tracks from the Missouri to the Coast. 

The heart of the Sierra is bored by 
the thirty-three miles of track be- 
i tween Colfax and Rocklin, and the ap- 
i proximate cost of the tunneling and 
i other work was $15,000,000. 


Dwight H. Miller, who says he is a 
Californian visiting in Chicago, has 
come to the front for San Francisco. 
Recently a Chicago newspaper printed 
an article written by a special writer, 
which stated that ^he transportation 
lines entering San Francisco would 
not he able to take care of the traffic 
incident to the Panama-Pacific Expo¬ 
sition. Miller, in a letter published in 
the same paper, says that the lines en¬ 
tering San Francisco can handle 10,-

VOLCANO OF COLIMA 
AGAIN IN ERUPTION 


Many Victims of Earthquake and 
Great Destruction 


DE LA BARRA CONFERS 
WITH MADERO 


Discuss Political Situation and 
Goth Are Satisfied 



Dispatches from Tuxpan, a few miles 
east of the volcano Colima, in the 
southern part of the State of Jalisco, 
Mexico, say that Zapotlan suffered se¬ 
verely from the earthquake of -June 
7th. The number of victims is said to 
be large. A church and a number oi 
houses were thrown down and othei 
dwelling places rendered unsafe. 
Thousands of persons are homeless. 
The dispatches state that the center ol 
the disturbance was the volcano Co 
lima, which has become active. The 
towns of Tor.ila and Platanar, situated 
near the volcano, have been damaged. 


The volcano Colima, reported to have 
been the center of the seismic dis 
turbance in Mexico, is one of the most 
troublesome of the Mexican volcanoes. 
It is situated in the southern part of 
the State of Jalisco, and is 12,278 feet 
high. History mentions violent erup 
tions dating back to the sixteenth cen 
tury. Sincp the summer of 1869 the 
volcano, with the exception of a few 
brief periods of quiescence, has been 
in a disturbed state. 

The eruption of 1805 produced a 
strong earthquake, which did much 
damage. The eruptions of 1902 and 
1909 were spectacular, but less de¬ 
vastating.
